NEWS OF NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Industrial 
Commission 
Report Deal* 


With 
Labor— Taft Testifies. 


House and Senate. 


W ashington. 
Feb. 
ll.—The third 
part of the industrial 
commission's 
final report 
was 
made public, 
it 
treats of labor, immigration, taxation 
and irrigation. 
Regarding labor the 
following recommendations 
in 
part 
aro made: 
Congress having no power to leg­ 
islate directly upon the subject, it is 
recommended that several states es­ 
tablish uniform hours of labor 
aud 
also specially regulate the hours of 
employment of persons between tho 
age of 14 and 21. 
The working day 
of all public employment, the report 
says, should bv eight hours, in tho 
hope that it would bring private em­ 
ployment to the same standard. 
The 
period of work iu underground mines 
should be eight hours a day. 
It is 
recommended that congress under its 
powers 
as 
to 
interstate commerce 
prevent any person under 18 years 
being employed as a telegraph oper­ 
ator on railroads; that all engineers 
and switchmen should submit to an 
examination for color blindness; that 
it should be a misdemeanor for aa 
engineer or switchman to be intoxi­ 
cated while on duty. Tho report say* 
the states should adopt a law provid­ 
ing that labor should be paid in cash 
or cash orders without discount and 
not in goods or due bills, and thai 
company 
stores 
should not be al­ 
lowed. 
Provisions 
should be made 
for fair weighing at mines.

I wish to commend your recent cdi 
torlal on the subject of the expediency 
and advisability of the early consoli­ 
dation of our two public libraries. We 
have no room or nerd of two institu 
tions of this kind in East Liverpool 
it is indeed true in some of the larger 
cities branch circulating libraries, and 
a few Instances independent public 
libraries are established and operated ; 
but these are anywhere from one to 
five miles apart, and only exist because 
of the inconvenience of access of the 
main or larger libraries. 
If those opposed 
to 
consolidation 
would advocate the transfer bodily of 
our present public library to the East 
End they would then he able to offer 
the only form or semblance of an argil 
ment for m aintaining its separate ex 
istence. 
But East Enders don’t ask It 
There are few of them who do not 
isit the town proper, at least as often 
as they would be entitled to withdraw 
book, hut they do ask that a1! books 
purchased in the home of the public 
md owned by the public, and designed 
for the public use, be brought together 
in one place both for the greater effl 
iency of the library itself and for the 
astly better accommodation

The announcement of

Not a few public libraries have print­ 
ed for the use of those donating books 
a neat label to be pasted on the inside 
of the first cover, which reads;

blank for the shelf number, etc., could 
also be included, if thought 
proper. 
This, while not intended to supplant 
the usual press mark or stamp of iden­ 
tification, serves the double purpose 
of emphasizing the property of 
the 
book and giving due credit to the per 
son to whom the library is placed lie­ 
der obligations. 
Too much importance cannot be at­ 
tached to the formation of the library, 
both ns respects qutfntity and quality, 
and the hest judgment and wisest ex­ 
penditures of the board should be. and 
doubtless will, be employed in accom 
pushing the end desired. In this m at­ 
ter. a s,has been suggested, the public 
could aid the board not a little by giv 
ing personally books and magazines or 
influencing the donation of books by 
others.

Cogent Reafcons Why the Old Library 
And the Carnegie Should 
Consolidate. 


To the Editor of tho News Review; 
I wish to com mend your recent edi 


torfal on th e subject of the expediency 


and advisability of the early consoli­ 


dation of our two public libraries. W< 
have no room or need of two lnstitu 


lions of this kind in Ea<t Liverpool 


ft is indeed true in some of the larger 
cities branch circulating libraries, and 
in a few instances independent public 
libraries are established and operated; 
but these are anyw here from one to 
rive miles aport, and only exist because 
of the inconvenience of access of the 
main or larger libraries. 
lf those opposed 
to 
consolidation 
would advocate th<- transfer bodily of 
our present public library to the East 
End they would then be able to offer 
the only form or sem blance of an argo 
men! for m aintaining Its separate ex 
Istence. 
But East Enders don’t ask it 
There are few of them who do not 
visit the town proper, at least as often 
as they would be entitled to withdraw 
a book, but they do ask that nil books 
purchased In the home of the public 
and ow ned by the public, and designed 
for the public use, be brought together 
in one place both for the greater effl 
ciency of the library Itself and for the 
vastly better accommodation 
of 
th*- 
public at large. 
Apropos of the* library question: 
It 
is gratifying to know our Carnegie 
library board are showing no little in 
terest and zeal In the m atter of scour 
Ing as large a collection of books as 
is possible by the day of dedication 
and the formal opening of the library 
to the public. 
The announcem ent of 
their purpose to m ake a liberal appro­ 
priation for the purchase of new hooks 
Is certainly welcome to 
the 
public. 
Their request, too, for the donation of 
hooks on the part of the people is op 
portune and will doubtless m eet with 
a generous response. 
Not a few’ public libraries have print 
ed for the use of those donating books 
a neat label to he pasted on the inside 
of the first cover, which roads: 
"Do­ 
nated to the Carnegie library of East 
Liverpool, O.. by — -— —— , IOO— 
A 
blank for the shelf number, etc., could 
nlso be included, lf thought 
proper 
This, while not Intended to supplant 
the usual press murk or stamp of (den 
tiflcatlon, serves the double purpose 
of emphasizing the property 
of 
the 
hook and giving due credit to the per­ 
son to whom the library is placed lie­ 
der obligations. 
Too much im portance cannot be a t­ 
tached to the formation of the library. 
both as respects quantity and quality, 
and the best judgm ent and wisest ex­ 
penditures of the board should he, and 
doubtless will, be employed in accom­ 
plishing the end desired. 
In this m at­ 
ter. as, has been suggested, the public 
could ald the board not a little by giv­ 
ing personally books and magazines or 
influencing the donation of books by 
others.
